The allied proposal was a frank
attempt to end the fighting around the
borders of Russia and at the same time
to save the Russian people from starva-
tion. If the bolsheviki persist in trying
to destroy law and ordpr outside of
Russia proper, the allied attitude will
no doubt be to vote for no peace and no
food. '
